But American papers hove always op- 
erated on the theory that after Iho 
jury trial was over the litigation be- 
came mailer for fair comment. 


Judges and the press never have 


agreed on this point, however—and the 
Los Angeles case is an attempt of the 
judiciary 
to enforce 
an extremely 


fine legal point regardless of what- 
ever evil effects it may have upon 
free press and the democratic pro- 
cesses of the American people. Sum- 
marizing the case of the press in the 
Los Angeles Times matter S. S. Hahn. 
general counsel of Ihe Scripps League 
of Newspapers, and Saul Ross, an- 
olher member of the California bar, 
write in the current issue of Editor & 
Publisher, our trade journal:

arc followed by a real German attempt 
to land troops, British forces will roll 
across the boundary of North Ireland 
to meet them, the British navy will 
bring reinforcements across the Irish 
Sea and Ireland will be what Premier 
Eamon do Valera has prayed it would 
not be—a cockpit where British and 
Germans fight it out. 


Tliis time the odds would iavor Bri- 


tain. When the Germans seized Nor- 
way, they had the advantage of being 
able to send troop ships and naval 
escorts hugging the Norwegian coast. 
By the time the British woke up, 
the Germans had all the important 
Norwegian cities and had fortified the 
harbors. The British were doomed. 


Ir. any attempt to grab Ireland, the 


Germans would not be able to send 
ships hugging a coast. This time they 
would have to cross the sea exposed 
to the might of the British navy. An 
alternative surprise method would be 
to send troop-carrying airplanes from 
Brest and other bases in German-held 
Brittany. This would entail a trip 
of only about 300 miles, a little more 
than one hour by air. 


In such a race, the British would 


have the best of it. North Ireland, 
which is in the war, is stuffed with 
troops.

By eating 
enough, and only enough of a diet 
(ample in all necessities'), we can; 
jring the body to a healthful degree! 
of fatness and keep it there. 


A moderate store of fat is an es-j 


sential, but the storage room should 
not be overcrowded. It has been esti- 
mated that for every pound of ex-~ 
cess fat stored in the body one mile 
of capillaries are necessary for its 
nourishment Think of the mileage and 
leart energy it takes to send blood 
on such journeys! 


Overweight is, the direct result of 


Jerslstent overeating. People often eat 
Because they are bored or to satisfy 
a sense of frustration. A snack they 
don't need lays down a bit .of ton- 
nage. 


This may happen \at any lime, but 


in winter the inclination to eat is 
greater. Ordinarily more food must 
se burned to provide the extra heat 
needed at this season, and the appetite 
:s stimulated by exposure to cold.

WASHINGTON — Nearly 
throe 


quarters of a million German troops 
in the Balkans can only mean to the 
Russians that their industrial heart 
is exposed to the possible thrust of a 
military dagger. 


It matters not whether Hitler in- 


tends to use those troops against the 
Russians just now. It matters not 
whether he is merely setting up a 
mystery force to worry both the 
English and the Russians. 


The fact remains that the Ger- 


mans are in a position to drive the 
Russians away from the Danubian 
basin, 
then 
attack the 
Ukraine— 


where the bulk of Russia's agricul- 
tural and industrial and raw mater- 
ial production is centered. 


Oil For Russia's Tanks 


Of all these, the Russians probably 


are worried most about their in- 
dustrial production. For 40 years— 
long before the communists look over 
Russia—that nation was trying to deve- 
lop the vast industrial and hydro- 
electric capacity of the

Dneiper valleys.

that those troops are not healthy for 
the future of Russia, even though 
the Germans should at this time have 
no designs against Stalin. 


The picture before the Russians is 


a picture of Germany in serious need 
of another victory in the near future. 
They may assume the Germans will 
continue to assault the British Isles. 
But they also may assume that the 
acts of congress and the President of 
the United States approving aid to 
Britain are sufficient to cast some 
doubt over German success against 
the British. 


They may also assume that no 


military command can afford to over- 
look tiny opportunity to secure suc- 
ceso. Hence, the shipment of troops 
into the Balkan states, first, to in- 
sure a continuing supply o£ wheat 
and oil to Germany, and second and 
incidentally to lay out both defens- 
ive and offensive military plans fo 
these troops. No military high com- 
mand that failed to take out such in- 
surance would be worthy of ifs as- 
signment. 


Vast Resources Are Temptation 
From the Russian point of view, 


therefore, the Germans might 
be 


tempted to turn eastward in case thuy j 
failed to register victory against Eng- i 
land next summer. For there lie all I 
the materials an exhausted Germany i 
would need to replenish her military; 
stocks. 


American observers tell you Rus- 


sia must remember Germany found it 
necessary to invade the Ukraine dur- 
ng the World war, primarily for its 
wheat. It is far more tempting now, 
what with huge hydro-electric plants, 
big iron and chrome mines, and vast 
oil production also available. 


This tempting prize must be pro- 


tected by the Russians. They must 
send some of their best divisions down 
to the Black sea, and into Bessara- 
bia to be ready for any eventuality. 
Supplying these troops and building 
their defenses absorbs labor 
that 


might well be going into further in- 
dustrial development in the Ukr- 
aine — a job thai will take 50 years 
more, considering thu very slow pace 
of progress during the last quarter 
century. 


Suspect Russians Are Exasperated 
For that reason alone, American ob- 


servers of things Russian 
suspect 


that the Russians are exasperated by 
the presence of German troops in the 
Balkans. These observers think Russia 
is so concerned witn her own internal 
troubles and developments that she 
really doesn't care who wins the war. 
She would try to get along with the 
victors until her own strength had 
been assured. 


But the presence of those troops in 


the Balkans may force Russia to alter 
her on-the-fence policy. The British. 
in fact, may have had all this in
